Beeause of dhe prevalence of £oot- 
andaouth disease in Europe and South 
Anterica, importations of live steck| 
are now limited practically ta ship- 
ments from Great Britain, Island, and 
the Channel Teles, Even swith these 
countries trade has been interrupted 
several times in recent years, for the 
Government «docs not permit the impor- 
tation of animals from eoantries where 
the diseass exists, and thers have heen 
Great Britain 
lately, 

Cp to November, 1006, American 
ports were spon to Belyium and Holl. 
and, Ia that month, however, some 
sheep were taken inty Belgiam from 
Franee where the disease ‘was quite 
prevalent and brought the pestilence 
with them. By the end of the year
